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The memory of Gould’s Centennial 
Celebration is still fresh in our minds. 
Two lovely anthems by the Girls’ Glee 
Club and an excellent address by the 
Reverend Hilda M. Ives of Portland 
were a part of the Baccalaureate ser- 
vice. However, the real celebration oc- 
curred on graduation day. 

Who can forget that splendid reun- 
ion of alumni and friends who came in 
such great numbers from near and far 
on Commencement Day itself to pay tri- 
bute to the school that for a hundred 
years of struggle and achievement had 
gathered unto itself such glory in the 
last four decades? Who can forget the 
commencement exercises and the pa- 
geant “The Spirit of Gould,” which 
depicted every phase of the present 
many-sided activities of the academy 
made possible now only by the materi- 
al blessings with which she has been 
bestowed ? 

Who can forget the Alumni Lunch- 
eon, for a second time held under a 
large canopy (this time erected on the 
athletic field instead of the Bethel Com- 
mon as for the 1900 runion), at which 
Paul Thurston, president of the Alumni 
Association, bore lighly on his broad 
shoulders the duties of presiding officer 
and toastmaster Who can forget the 
stirring music throughout the luncheon 
by the Rumford band or the songs so 
beautifully sung on the program fol- 
lowing the luncheon by Miss Margaret 
Carter accompanied bv Mrs. John Car- 
ter? Who can forget Dr. Hanscom’s 
welcome to the alumni and guests or 
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the tribute paid to Mrs. William Holmes 
of Los Angeles, the mother of eight 
sons and grandmother of two who were 
graduates of the academy, when at Dr. 
Hanscom ’s suggestion she was made an 
honorary member of the Alumni Asso- 
ciation? Who can forget the glowing 
terms in which the one hundred years 
existence of Gould and (its achieve- 
ments under the inspiring leadership of 
Dr. Hanscom were spoken of in the 
addresses given by Mr. Leon V. Walk- 
er, State Commissioner of Education 
Packard, and Governor Brann? 

Who can forget that three teas were 
held in the afternoon — in the princi- 
pal’s home for the pre-1900 group, in 
the girls’ dormitory for the 1900-1920 
group, and in the boys’ dormitory for 
the 1920-1936 group, and at which, 
memories of the past were revived and 
the significance of the day itself was 
an underrunning current of thought? 
Who can forget the band concert held 
in the afternoon on the campus in front 
of the gym? Who can forget the added 
beauty of the campus on that early 
summer evening in the soft glow of 
lights strung gaily around while strains 
of music wafted their way from the 
gym where the social festivities of the 
Commencement Reception were under 
way ? 

Who can forget the profound regret 
which was felt by all a short time later 
when the entire contents of the follow- 
ing message from Mr. Bingham, the 
late Mrs. Geliring, and Dr. Farnsworth 
were made known: 

“It is a great source of satisfaction to us 
that this anniversary tinds Gould Academy 
so splendidly equipped materially. The past 
forty years of the history of this school have 
been made by one man, Dr. Hanscom. His 
efforts as a young man. newly called to a 
practically defunct school, saved this school 
from oblivion and encouraged its friends by 
his magnificent example as a teacher to 
bring aid in time, to save the school that 
was and build the school that is. It is with 
the deepest sense of gratitude for and ap- 


preciation of his magnificent life work that 
we watch him pass on the torch of educa- 
tion to a younger man to whom his record 
will always be a splendid stimulus to give, 
a« has he, without stint, the best that is in 
him.’'

COMMENCEMENT, 1936 

The following program was present- 
ed at the commencement exercises for 
the Class of 1937 on June 10, 1937. 

Under the direction of Prof. A. E.

Next was the presen- 
tation by Barbara Moore in behalf of 
the class of a beautiful American flag 
on a standard ; Mr. E. C. Park, as re- 
sentative of the trustees, accepted it 
for the school. 

Music by the orchestra, followed by 
a beautiful flute solo played by Mr. 
Mainente accompanied at the piano by 
Patricia Goodwin, preceded the pre- 
sentation of the pageant, “The King- 
dom of Verse and Story” by Walter L. 
Bissell, which was directed by Miss 
Ruth Leavengood. This was a most un- 
usual and interesting pageant. A huge 
book, attractively decorated, formed 
the principle item of stage setting 
through which the characters from sev- 
eval well-known classics emerged to 
depict scenes from the books out of 
which they came. Louise Jacobs. Rob- 
ert Whitman, and Huston Dodge as- 
sisted Miss Leavengood in the staging. 
The music to the song “Come to Ar- 
cady,” which was a feature of the 
pageant, was written expressly for the 
pageant by Prof. Mainente. Following 
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the pageant 1 the orchestra played two 
more numbers.

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“TOWER OF MEMORIES” 

The history of Gould’s century of ex- 
istence is the theme of the Commence- 
ment pageant this year. Its title, “The 
Tower of Memories,” and a prologue 
by Walter L. Bissell, who has furnished 
so many of Gould’s most interesting pa- 
geants, and the rest of the pageant 
was written by Miss Ruth Leavengood, 
Dramatic Coach at Gould. By means 
of research in school catalogues of 
Goulds earliest years and Academy 
Heralds from 1877 up to the present 
most interesting bits of lore and amus- 
ing anecdotes have been incorporated 
into the story of the actual growth of 
the school from 1836 to the centennial 
year. The characters of the pageant 
are Memories of some of Gould’s most 
important years who come to the Keep- 
er’s sanctum in the Tower of Mem- 
ories to meet the Tower’s newest ar- 
rival, the Memory of 1938. At ‘the 
Keepers suggestion each Memory tells 
his or her memories of the school. 

The memories pay special tribute to 
several personages who have been re- 
sponsible for the growth and develop- 
ment of the Gould that was and the 
Gould that is, namely, the Reverend 
Daniel Gould, Dr. Nathaniel True, Dr. 
Frank E. Hanscom, Dr. and Mrs. John 
G. Gehring, and Gould’s greatest ben- 
efactor, Mr. William Bingham, 2d. 

At the time of writing it is expected 
that a screen for the projection of pic- 
tures will be a part of the stage-setting 
and that from time to time the verbal 
memories will be augmented by picture 
memories. Mr. C. P. Bailey is in charge 
of the technical side of the presentation 
of the slides; Mrs. 0. P. Bailey and 
Miss Dorothy Hanscom are to be res- 
ponsible for the art work of the picture 
of the belfry with its gold dome which 
will also be a feature of the stage set- 
ting.

The second-year 
shorthand people are progressing very 
rapidly, and are taking dictation 
around 100 words per minute for the 
most part. They will finish their short- 
hand work this term and spend the last 
six weeks on an intensive course in of- 
fice practice. 

Bookkeeping II pupils are undertak- 
ing the most comprehensive set ever 
used at Gould. This set covers corpor- 
ation work with a branch store, con- 
signments, factory accounting, cash 
journal, and several other special fea- 
tures. The work is all done from repro- 
duced pages which represent the actual 
transactions. 

It is anticipated that a change will be 
made in the bookkeeping course before 
another year to bring about a more so- 
cialized subject. The first year will 
combine junior business training and 
bookkeeping. The second-year course 
will be advanced bookkeeping. There 
is much need for a course of this na- 
ture m a community such as ours. 

HOME ECONOMICS 

Classes at the cottage have been most 
thoroughly enjoyed this year, under 
the supervision of Miss Margaret Stev- 
ens of Rockland. 

Home Economics I, has an enrollment 
of twenty; Home Economies II has an 
enrollment of nineteen; while Home 
Economics III has five members, it is 
by no means of the least importance. 
Home Economics IV has an enrollment 
of nine which makes just an average 
class. 

Each class has spent a definite 


amount of time and study on cooking 
and sewing. The students of Home Eco- 
nomics I, are taking a course in home 
management. The Home Economics II 
class is studying textiles. Home Eco- 
nomics III students are learning how 
to prepare lunches which they serve 
to tlie faculty. This class is also study- 
ing consumer education. The Home 
Economics IV class is studying ma- 
chine attachments, and also family re- 
lations.

This year the freshmen, instead of 
giving individual declamations as form- 
erly, gave a demonstration of Choral 
Speaking. This was an unusually in- 
teresting program and was greeted as 
a worthwhile, as well as a novel, inno- 
vation. 

Choral speaking is the oral interpre- 
tation of poetry or prose by many 
voices speaking as one. Voices are di- 
vided into different parts, much the 
same as a choir or glee club, according 
to the character of the particular voice. 
The high voices are delicate and thin; 


the low are heavy, deep, and full ; while 
the medium is a half-way between 
group. Instead of singing the w r ords, 
the words are spoken. Sometimes all 
speak in unison; at other times, per- 
haps the “highs” will be answered by 
the “lows,” with the medium voices 
joining in at other times. All kinds of 
arrangements are used, dependent on 
the nature of the selection being inter- 
preted. 

Choral speaking is a very old art, 
having been used centuries ago in the 
Greek drama. Until after the World 
War, however, it had become a neglect- 
ed art. Then it became prominent 
again, principally in England and on 
the continent, where it is exceedingly 
popular. Only recently has it gained 
a following in the United States, but it 
is steadily increasing in favor. Such 
well-known colleges as Vassar, Mt. Hol- 
yoke, Wellesley, Columbia, Ohio State, 
University of Wisconsin and many oth- 
ers are offering special courses in this 
subject. Now the more progressive of 
the secondary and grammar schools are 
realizing its importance and are intro- 
ducing it in their classes. It is note- 
worthy that Gould Academy should be 
among the first to begin work on this 
old, yet new, field of Public Speaking.
